There seem s to be som ething iii the 
blood of French women that makes 
them gamblers of a high order. Mine. 
de Montespan won so much at basset, 
her favorite game, that Ixonia IV. was 
delighted and borrowed some of lier 
winnings, but she lost a great deal at 
times, and lier play grew so furious 
that in I*>82 Louis abolished the game. 
It is recorded of madame that she, one 
night, w hile the king looked on at play, 
risked a sum equal to £4U,(KXI on a sin­ 
gle card and that the king grumbled 
when 110 one could be found to cover 
the bet. 
lint madame also lost, one 
New Year n igh t 700,000 crowns ut 
boca 
and 
on 
another 
night 
almost 
£200,(KXI at the sam e game. 
Mine. dii Barry w as the most fam ous 
woman gam bler of the tim e of Louis 
NY., but with her it w as only a pas­ 
time. But that other favorite, Mine. de 
Pompadour, w ent in with the sole ob­ 
ject of winning, if she could. 
It is re­ 
corded that her winnings were enor­ 
mous and that in a single night she 
eased the pockets of the king of 25,OOO 
I louis d’or. 
Queen Marie Antoinette, according to 
history, w as a gambler who likinl to be 
surrounded by gamblers. Faro w as til** 
popular game, but the stakes got to be 
so great that many a nobleman had his 
entire estates wiped out iii a single 
night. Scandal l ose high, and the game 
w as forbidden. Nevertheless, in a short 
tin:*-it w as l>eing carried on again not 
only iii the apartm ents of the queen. 
but at the house of the Princess dc 
Lamballe. At first tile queen and those 
who desired t i play with lier went to 
the apartm ents of Mine. de Guemene, 
whose house Is credited with having 
i been the scene of the highest continued 
play of any in France. But m atters got 
so l>a<I before the end cam e that noble- 
I men would no longer play with the 
queen, aud she admitted to her table 
many 
common gamblers. 
Then the 
scandal broke in full force, for some 
were caught cheating: and one was 
even arrested for picking a pocket. 
Possibly the most fam ous woman 
gambler of English history w as Nell 
G wynn, tho actress who w as so great 
a favorite with d ia ries IT. 
In that 
reign the manners were much the sam e 
as they wore at tho French court. Nell 
G wynn lost £."».<HO to her rival, Tin* 
Duchess of Cleveland, and in one year 
lost upward of £<10,000, which tile king 
paid. There had never been known so 
much gam bling among women as w as 
carried on in that reign. 
After the 
Duchess of M .asarin. niece of Pie cardi­ 
nal, had lost £ I,Cm Hi,OOO she died In ab­ 
solute* want. 
The acknowledged queen of Amerl- 
i can women gam blers w as Lonna Pa- 
quita, who w as bor n in Texas nix)ut 
ISHO, but early w ent into Mexico to 
rule over outlaw s and cowboys. 
Tile 
little Lonna w as searcely tw elve years 
of age when sin* fell In with an old 
tim e gambler named Qualetor. who 
taught her every trick known to the 
g.im bler’s art. She made lier first a p ­ 
p e a r a n c e in Paso dei Norte. She was 
I only a child, and t!\o rough gamblers 
laughed at her. 
But they soon found that they were 
no match f «r lier, and that even lier 
teacher, Qualetor, w as a tenderfoot 
compared with the child.

passing years Lonna Paqtiita grew to 
lie a beautiful woman.

Now, Australian time 
is som e hours in advance .of Green­ 
wich, -and therefore the young mail 
out there w as twenty-one before his 
elder brother at home. Which of these 
tw o brothers is legally entitled to the 
property? 
The question has not yet 
been decided, and hi the meantim e 
readers may exercise their own acu­ 
men upon it.
